Judge Deplores 
Jury-Tampering 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. (AP) 
—Teamsters President Jam es 
R. Hoffa, professing his inno­ 
cence to the last, was sentenced 
today to eight years in prison 
for seeking to tam per with a 
federal court jury. He was fined 
in addition a total of $10,000. 
U.S. Dist. Judge Frank Wil­ 
son, who quietly told the stocky 
labor leader that he had been 
convicted “of tampering with 
the v e r y soul of this nation,” 
could have sentenced Hoffa to 
IO years in prison. The fine was 
the maximum under the law. 
Three 
men 
convicted 
with 
Hoffa were each sentenced to 
three years 
in prison. They 
could have b e e n sentenced to 
five years and fined a total of 
$5,000 each. 
After 
the 
sentencing, 
Hof­ 
fa said, “I understand the sen­ 
tence perfectly and I will make 
my appeal.” The conviction and 
sentence could mean eventual­ 
ly the loss of Hoffa’s job as head 
of the Teamsters Union. 
The judge continued bond for 
Hoffa and the others, pending 
appeal, and asked the lawyers 
to file motions for an appeal 
within the next IO days. 
In passing sentence, Judge 
Wilson told Hoffa: 
“The feeling of the court is 
that the verdict is clearly sup­ 
ported by the evidence and that 
your knowingly and 
corruptly 
attempted to bribe a jury. 
“You stand here convicted of 
corrupting 
the 
administration 
of justice, of having struck at 
the foundation of this nation. 
Without fair, lawful administra­ 
tion of justice there would be no 
civilization in this country.”

Batavia Mayor Richard Jam ­ 
ieson said the flood damage will 
be the greatest ever—$100,000 
Residents of Higginsport, on 
the Ohio in Brown County, were 
warned to boil water before us 
ing it because of possible con 
lamination.

At Logan in Hocking County, 
Sheriff Paul Hartman reported 
the Hocking River on the de­ 
cline at the rate of six inches 
an hour. 
The same was true at Circle­ 
ville, Chillicothe and Piketon on 
the Scioto River. Ross County 
sheriff’s deputies reported the 
water holding at 24.6 feet at 
midnight but said they expected 
it to start receding soon. Chilli­ 
cothe has a flood stage of 16 
feet. 
The Scioto County sheriff’s of­ 
fice at Portsmouth said that 
community’s only 
outlet was 
U.S. 52 east to Huntington, W. 
Va., but added it was partially 
water-covered in some places. 
No main roads were open to 
Athens, but the sheriff’s office 
there said, “You can get out 
if you know how.”

nurse. Lusty expressions of dis­ 
like for the tem perature-taking, 
injection-giv ing men and wom­

They recorded the reac­ 
tions of infants and young chil­ 
dren when approached first by 
a nurse in a white uniform, then 
by one in a softer shade. 
During feeding, bathing and 
adm inistering of medicine 
it 
was noted 
that 
the

were calm er, more relaxed and 
more am enable 
when 
nurses 
wore pretty pastel colors, not 
the antiseptic white of authority. 
Mrs. Bradshaw observ ed, “ It 
frequently turned out that the 
nurse in ordinary clothes could 
giv e care to a child without any 
trouble ev en 
after 
the 
sam e 
youngster had reacted v iolently 
merely at the sight of a uni­ 
form .” 
This response seem ed to be 
consistent 
with 
children 
be­ 
tween the ages of nine months 
and fiv e years. Mothers, too, 
recognized that their children 
were 
far 
less apprehensiv e 
when handled by nurses in col­ 
orful clothes. The warm th of col­ 
or seemed to inv oke a feeling 
of ease and trust. 
Of greatest significance 
in 
this observ ation about uniforms 
is the recognition of the em o­ 
tional needs of children who 
are separated from their homes, 
their families, and security. The 
compensating dev otion and af­ 
fection they receiv e from nurs­ 
es and other personnel can car­ 
ry them through the difficult 
transitional 
period 
until 
they 
once again return to their fam ­ 
ilies. And if uniforms in pastel 
colors can help, why not?

Cigar Smoker — Today's Hero

NEW YORK (AP) — One of 
life’s little ordeals today is to 
be a confirmed cigar smoker. 
He is one of the misunder­ 
stood heroes of our times, oft 
condemned, seldom appreciat­ 
ed, unreasonably denounced. 
Just when the campaign of 
vilification 
against 
the 
cigar 
smoker began it is hard now to 
determine, but its effectiveness 
has been coincidental with the 
increase of cigarette smoking 
by women. 
The cigar has been a symbol 
of masculinity in America. 
The Indians taught the Span­ 
ish explorers the pleasures of 
a good cigar, and cigar making 
became one of the earliest in­ 
dustries 
in 
this 
hemisphere. 
Stogies—the brand smoked by 
the drivers of Pennsylvania’s 
Conestoga wagons—also helped 
settle the great American West. 
Cigars have been the favorite 


smoke of warriors such as Gen. 
U. S. Grant and Gen. George 
S. Patton; business titans such 
as J. P. Morgan; statesmen 
such as Winston Churchill. The 
late John F. Kennedy also en­ 
joyed the bouquet of a good 
cigar. 
Who, then, are the foes of the 
cigar 
and 
who 
subjects 
its 
smokers to such opprobrium 
and disdain? 
They are women, television 
and the movies. 
Too often in television and 
film programs the cigar smok­ 
er is portrayed as a lowlife 
lout, a boor, an underworld ty­ 
coon, or a fat political grafter. 
The idea seems to be that if 
you want a character to look 
like a villain you make him 
overweight, balding and stick a 
half-chewed cigar in his mouth. 
Statistics say that cigarette 
smokers commit more crimes 


than cigar smokers. 
The enmity of many wom^n 
toward cigars probably is based 
on several factors. 
“They stink up the draper­ 
ies,” some wives complain. 
The real feminine objections 
against cigar smoking are two­ 
fold: 
1. The average woman dis­ 
likes cigars because she doesn’t 
know 
how 
to 
handle 
them 
gracefully. 
2. 
The 
average woman is 
jealous of cigars because they 
give a man more satisfaction 
and less trouble than wom­ 
en do. 
After all, a man doesn’t have 
to listen to a cigar, remember 
it on its birthday, be nice to its 
relatives, or buy it a fur coat. 
All he does is light it, smoke it, 
enjoy it—and throw it away.

The Business W orld

NEW YORK (AP)—The tur­ 
moil of a national election year 
often sends currents swirling 
through the stock market tem­ 
porarily. But the effect on the 
economy in general is usually 
far less than the political ora­ 
tors are wont to predict. 
Businessmen will be paying 
more attention to any widening 
effects of the federal tax cut 
than to who is likely to be the 
Republican candidate for presi­ 
dent, or to which party has the 
better chance of winning in No­ 
vember. And they will be pay­ 
ing even more attention to the 
underlying 
strengths 
of 
the 
economy apparent before the 
tax cut. 
In most presidential election 
years in the past the economy 
has continued along the trend 
the business cycle already was 
taking, whether that was up or 
down. And any change in that 
trend durihg the campaign has 
been 
explained 
by 
economic 
causes rather than by political 
prospects. 
In a few of the elections the 
incoming 
administration 
has 
meant a distinct break with 
past policies. But usually the 
economic forces themselves al­ 
ready were clear cut, and too 
strong to be moved much by 
the results of the votes. 


And since World War II the 
government 
has 
become 
so 
large a force in the economy, 
and its general policies so set, 
that there has been increasing­ 
ly less change in direction with 
any turnover in administration. 
Campaign talk, however, can 
sway a sensitive stock market 
at times. The market reacts 
quickly to rumors of war or 
peace, to talk of new political 
policies touted as bearing on 
business, in fact, to rumors of 
almost any kind. 
This year the business cycle 
is still on the upside, even 
though the recovery from the 
low point of the last recession 
is now three years old, a ripe 
age for the average upswing. 
The tax cut, as it boosts con­ 
sumer buying and as it encour­ 
ages businessmen to increase 
their expansion and moderniza­ 
tion programs, is counted upon 
to 
keep 
the 
upswing 
going 
through the campaign period at 
least. 
A world debacle, a sudden 
loss 
of confidence 
at home, 
might change this. There is at 
present no sign that either is in 
the making. 
That the course of the econ­ 
omy may be changed very little 
by the alarums and excursions 
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of the political campaigns does 
not 
mean 
that 
businessmen 
won’t have their preferences. 
They doubtless will feel that 
one side will make the climate 
in Washington more salubrious 
for them than it would be under 
the other. Many businessmen 
will openly take sides this time, 
reversing their traditional cau­ 
tion about politic partisan in­ 
volvement. But they are unlike­ 
ly to change their company’s 
plans in any way because of the 
fortunes of the campaign. 
On the state and local levels 
the campaigns may be quite 
meaningful to business condi­ 
tions there. 
But if the recent past is a 
guide, the national party plat 
forms will be fairly close in 
matters affecting the general 
economy. The present adminis­ 
tration is unlikely to take any 
steps that would upset the busi­ 
ness applecart. And the public 
is unlikely to change its spend­ 
ing, saving or investing plans 
becasse of any political oratory. 
Even 
individuals 
with 
the 
most partisan views are likely 
to go on handling the family 
budget quite apart from them, 
and to assess economic pros­ 
pects in much the same fashion 
as their neighbors.

SAVANNAH, GEORGIA — It 
is an article of faith with N e w 
F r o n t i e r thinkers that what 
Professor J. Kenneth Galbraith 
calls the “private sector” is in­ 
capable of rehabilitating our cit­ 
ies. But it is a sure bet that 
Dr. Galbraith has never made 
the electrifying acquaintance of 
Mrs. Mary H i 11 y e r of Savan­ 
nah. Without waiting on urban 
renewal funds from Washington, 
Mrs. Hillyer began an operation 
eighteen years ago that has 
transformed downtown a r e a s 
of 
this 
ancient 
seaport, 
re­ 
covering old architectural beau­ 
ties that had been h i d d e n for 
more 
than 
a century under 
sagging roofs, pealing paint and 
mountainous piles of coal a n d 
refuse. 
I spent one of the most fascin­ 
ating mornings of my life listen 
ing to Mrs. H i 11 y e r tell her 
story. An Illinois girl who was 
trained in Chicago as a singer, 
she came to Savannah w h e n 
her husband, H. Hansell Hill 
yer, a developer of utilities, 
took hold of the run-down Sa 
vannah Gas Company. Mr. Hill- 
yer’s company 
possessed 
six 
gas tanks which reared their 
cumbersome bulk hard by the 
Savannah River amid some of 
the w o r s t slums on the Atlan 
tic seaboard. There were room­ 
ing houses in this old Trustees 
G a r d e n Village area which 
slept shipyard workers in eight 
hour shifts that used the beds 
around the clock. 
Mrs. Hillyer, who was capa­ 
ble of translating her singer’s 
love for live music into an equal­ 
ly discerning love for the “froz­ 
en music” of architecture, saw 
s o m e t h i n g in the proper­ 
ties of the Savannah Gas Com­ 
pany which no one else saw 
Looking at earth that had been 
p o i s o n e d by tar, pitch and 
coal dust, she 
saw magnolias 
and camelias blooming in h e r 
mind’s eye. She envisioned dig 
nified dwellings with eighteenth 
c e n t u r y 
lines 
in 
tumble 
down shacks, and tasteful in 
surance company offices in old 
warehouses. When the gas com 
pany razed five of its six great 
tanks after going over to piped 
in natural gas (leaving one tank 
for a stand-by), she saw trim 
courts and lawns in their expos 
ed foundations. 
Taking her proposition to her 
husband, 
she 
obtained 
gas 
company permission to make 
over one old slum house. T h e 
idea was that if she couldn’t 
rent it at a profit, her husband 
could use it as an office. Every­ 
one told her that nobody who 
was a n y b o d y in Savannah, 
would move to a downtown slum 
area to live in one charming 
b u i l d i n g , but luckily, s h e 
found a tenant from out of town, 
a doctor who had come south 
from 
New York’s 
Greenwich 
V i l l a g e . This gave her t h e 
courage to go on with her plan. 
The directors of the gas com­ 
pany, however, couldn’t see ty­ 
ing up money in a real estate 
venture. So, with her husband’s 
backing, Mrs. H i l l y e r took 
the s l u m s of the Trustees 
Garden Village area off the di­ 
rectors’ hands. Bit by bit Mrs. 
Hillyer’s 
imagination 
became 
transformed into a new reality. 
Her m e t h o d was to photo­ 
graph a building, then take a 
pencil and s k e t c h in her own 
i d e a s over its surface. She 
w o u l d clean up grounds, fu­ 
migate the rooms, tear out the 
plaster and ramshackle plumb­ 
ing, cut through to solid heart-of- 
pine t i m b e r , and rebuild on a 
durable skeleton. In one place, 
where there was so much pitch 
and tar that nothing would grow 
she d u m p e d in 4,500 tons of 
dirt fill. 
She plundered the South for I 
appropriate building materials, 
going as far afield as New Or- 
l e a n s for 
wide 
clapboards. 
When the development began 
showing a neat profit after sev­ 
en or eight years, she and h e r 
husband 
became 
conscience­ 
stricken. So they sold the whole 
t h i n g back to the gas com­ 
pany. Today, with twenty-five 
restored buildings, the company 
c o l l e c t s a $105,000 annual 
rental on a $750,000 investment. 
Rents that once brought in $11 
or $17 a month now go for $75 


up to $500 per month. 
What Mary Hillyer did to 
transform ten acres of filth has 
p r o v e d 
wildly 
contagious. 
Mills B. Lane Jr., Georgia’s 
biggest b a n k e r , is now re- 
habilitiating a whole area to one 
side of Trustees Garden Vil­ 
lage. Individuals have caught 
the idea. And visitors from all 
over the South come to see what

If there were forty individu­ 
als like Mary Hillyer in the

more amenable when nurses 
wore pretty pastel colors, not 
the antiseptic white of authority. 
Mrs. Bradshaw observed, “It 
frequently turned out that the 
nurse in ordinary clothes could 
give care to a child without any

merely at the sight of a uni­ 
form.” 
This response seemed to be 
consistent 
with 
children 
be­ 
tween the ages 
and five years. Mothers, too, 
recognized that their children

far

orful clothes. The warmth of col­ 
or seemed to invoke a feeling 
of ease and trust. 
Of greatest significance 
in 
this observation about uniforms 
is the recognition of the emo­ 
tional needs of children who 
are separated from their homes, 
their families, and security. The 
compensating devotion and af­ 
fection they receive from nurs­ 
es and other personnel can car­ 
ry them through the difficult 
transitional period 
until 
they 
once again return to their fam­ 
ilies. And if uniforms in pastel 
colors can help, why not? 
How would Dr. Kildare look 
in mauve and magenta? 


Safeguarding a child’s emo­ 
tions by sparing him unneces­ 
sary anxiety 
and 
discomfort 
prevents a “psychological hang­ 
over” that could interfere with 
a secure doctor-patient rela­ 
tionship, so vital to a child’s 
destiny.

This was a rejection of the 
three Republicans who talked 
most about current problems: 
Sen. Barry Coldwater of Arizo­ 
na, New York’s Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller 
and 
former 
Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon. 
Nixon, who says he isn’t a 
candidate but certainly sounds 
like one, stayed out of New 
Hampshire. 
Coldwater 
and 
Rockefeller, acknowledged can­ 
didates, talked their way around 
the state for weeks. 
Coldwater 
and 
Rockefeller 
didn’t attempt thorough discus 
sions of 
anything. 
This 
may 
have 
hurt. 
They 
approached 
events in sudden bursts, and 
pretty hackneyed ones, too, ex­ 
cept for some hair-raisers by 
the Arizonan. 
For example: on making So­ 
cial 
Security 
voluntary 
and 
sending Marines into Cuba to 
turn on Fidel Castro’s water. 
While 
Rockefeller’s 
divorce 
and 
remarriage 
and 
Goldwa- 


ter’s shooting from the hip may 
h a v e cost the votes, t h e re­ 
sults show voters rejected them 
for the image of far-off Lodge. 
Image is a good word here. 
It can hardly be claimed the 
voters in New Hampshire or 
anywhere else remember much, 
if anything, about Lodge’s views 
on anything except that, like 
most people in this country, he 
is against communism. 
The last time he was heard 
from at any length was in the 
1960 presidential race when he 
was Nixon’s vice presidential 
running mate. Lyndon B. John­ 
son was his opposite number on 
the Democratic side. 
The most that can be said for 
the Lodge and Johnson speech­ 
es in 1960 was that they sound 
ed like warmed-over Nixon and 
John F. Kennedy. Neither man 
distinguished 
himself 
with 
views, oratory or panaceas. 
This, of course, is in the an­ 
cient American political tradi­ 
tion that vice presidential can­ 
didates are only echoes. 
Before that Lodge had made 
a name for himself, but non­ 
political, and built up the image 
of himself on television as U. S. 
ambassador to the United Na­ 
tions from 1953 until 1960.

That was after Kennedy beat 
him for his Senate seat in 1952. 
So for almost 14 years, with the 
exception or 1960, Lodge has 
been out of the main stream of 
American politics. In that time 
he held no elective office.

New Ohio Oil Field 'Boom Town 


I 
Is Not Like Hollywood Version

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—-Ifs 
like that Clark Gable-Spencer 
Tracy movie, “Boom Town,” 
only without the fist fights, 
gushers and fires. That’s Ohio’s 
oil boom. 
It’s spreading, but the main 
activity still is found in North- 
central Ohio, about 45 minutes 
by freeway from the state capi­ 
tol. 
. 
There, the sightseer—if he 
dares take his eyes off the nar­ 
row, crowded roads—views tow­ 
ering drilling masts and other 
equipment c r o w d i n g in on 
farms, residential areas, schools 
and even near cemeteries. 
Until the state came up with 
tougher regulations this month, 
a drilling operation that struck 
oil usually found other rigs 
moving in as close as leases 
would allow. 
The boom has brought new 
people—crews to man the drill­ 
ing rigs (looking like Messrs. 
Gable and T r a c y in work 
clothes, 
boots 
and helmets), 
producers who arrange financ­ 
ing, geologists, equipment sup­ 
pliers, mapmakers, oil company 
men and those in the lease 
business. 
Herbert J. Davis, once mayor 
of Mount Gilead, near where it 
all started, seemed to speak for 
a lot of his startled neighbors 
last year when he remarked: 
“There’s a lot of strange peo­ 
ple here, people from all over 
the country.” 
In cold statistics, it’s not so 
impressive. 
Even with the new oil finds, 
production 
is 
nowhere 
near 
Ohio’s all-time high total of 23.9 
million barrels in 1896. 
Nor does it approach totals 
for such states as Texas, which 
turns out something like 975 
million barrels a year. 
Estimates vary and figures 
still are being compiled, but 
it’s believed Ohio’s 1963 oil pro 
duction was around ll million 
barrels. 
That’s about double the 1962 
total. 
Oil men, as well as the chief 
of the state’s Division of Geolo 
gical Survey, say production will 
be greater this year. Current 
price is $2.92 per barrel.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
There is ample proof that the 
tradition of William Sidney Por­ 
ter—who began his writing ca­ 
reer as O. Henry behind the old 
stone walls of Ohio Penitentiary 
still liv es on. 
Many inmates of the ancient 
downtown Columbus prison hav e 
tried to emulate the famous 
author—and many hav e hid suc­ 
cess. 
Latest to further the tradition 
is J o h n J oseph Miller, due for 
parole from the prison April 9. 
Under the pen name of J ay 
Miller, his first nov el, “ A New 
Doctor at Tower General,” is 
to be published this summer. 
Miller is serv ing a 10-25 y ear 
term for armed robbery . He was 
conv icted of taking part in a 
$3,106 Clev eland office holdup 
on May 18 , 195 7 . He began writ 
ing in prison, and, after many 
rejections, began selling short 
stories. While working on his 
nov el, he had duties in the pris­ 
on hospital. 
Not to be outdone by Miller, 
three other penitentiary inmates 
all serv ing time for armed rob­ 
bery , by an odd coincidence, 
broke into the literary newa this 
week. 
Recently Harpcra Magazine 
selected 10 state and federal 
prisons for a writing contest 
aimed at improv ing public un­ 
derstanding of prison problems. 
Many of the article* turned out 
by the conv ict* are to be pub 
lished by the magazine in a 
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special supplement in April.

O. Henry's Ohio Prison 
Tradition Is Continuing 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
There is ample proof that the 
tradition of William Sidney Por­ 
ter—who began his writing ca­ 
reer aa O. Henry behind the old 
stone walls of Ohio Penitentiary 
—still lives on. 
Many inmates of the ancient 
downtown Columbus prison have 
tried to emulate the famous 
author—and many have hid suc­ 
cess. 
Latest to further the tradition 
is J o h n Joseph Miller, due for 
parole from the prison April 9. 
Under the pen name of Jay 
Miller, his first novel, “A New 
Doctor at Tower General,” is 
to be published this summer 
Miller is serving a 10-25 year 
term for armed robbery. He was 
convicted of taking part in 
$3,108 Cleveland office holdup 
on May 18, 1957. He began writ­ 
ing in prison, and, after many 
rejections, began selling short 
stories. While working on his 
novel, he had duties in the pris­ 
on hospital. 
Not to be outdone by Miller, 
three other penitentiary inmates 
all serving time for armed rob­ 
bery, by an odd coincidence, 
broke into the literary news this 
week. 
Recently Harper’s Magazine 
selected IO state and federal 
prisons for a writing contest 
aimed at improving public un­ 
derstanding of prison problems. 
Many of the articles turned out 
by the convicts are to be pub 
fished by the magazine in a 


special supplement in April. 
Ohio convicts won first, third 
and honorable mention places rn 
the contest. 
Calvin G. Reid, 48, of Cincin­ 
nati won the first prize of $150; 
James little, 37, of Summit 
County won third place and $50, 
and honorable mention prise of 
$20 went to Robert McKay, 42, 
of Franklin County.

Paul of Greece was borne to his 
grave today, attended by six of 
Europe’s seven reigning mon

Netherlands, King Frederik of 
Denm ark, King Gustav of Swe­ 
den, and King Olva of Norway 
Only Queen Elizabeth II of Brit­ 
ain, who gave birth to her fourth 
child on Tuesday was absent 
Her husband, Prince Philip, rep­ 
resented her.
